PROTECTING YOUR INVENTION OUTSIDE THE UNITED STATES 

Since the rights granted by a U.S. patent extend only throughout the territory of the United States and have no 
effect in a foreign country, an inventor who wishes patent protection in another country must apply for a patent in 
a specific country or in regional patent offices. Applicants may wish to consider the filing of an international 
application under the Patent Cooperation Treaty (PCT).

(57) Abstract: The invention relates to an electrical contact terminal which is obtained by cutting and folding a small electrically- 
conductive metal plate (13), consisting of a rear part (5) which can be used to connect an electric wire (1) and a front part (3) 
comprising a first folded blade which forms a contact blade (11, 11*) with a complementary contact blade, said contact blade (11, 
11') comprising at least one formed part (12, 12 T ) which is disposed in a fold area of the aforementioned contact blade.
